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MOTORISTS WARNED 
AGAINST DANGER OF CARBON , 
, MONOXIDE POISONING 


The season is under way when mo- 
torists cannot afford to bo indifferent 
to the dangers of carbon monoxide 
polsoning, which increase enormously 
with tho coming of cold weather, This 
warning is sounded by Charles H. 
Grant, K.C., ptesident of the Alberta 
Motor Association, who points out that 
while every season brings knowledge 
of this danger to car owners, the death 
toll from monoxide poisoning increas- 
es annually, 

“Carbon monoxide is a-subtle ene- 
my,” says Mr. Grant. “It strikes with- 
out warning. This gas, which is gen- 
erated in the combustion process with- 
in the automobile engine, is colorless 
and odorless. But this does not mean 
that the motorist need be unaware of 
its presence. He~should know that 
wherever there is an. automobile en- 
gine running in a small closed space, 
there is carbon monoxide. In the 
open these potentially poisonous fumes 
mix with a greater quantity.of air and 
consequently their effect is not seri- 
ous, ; ‘ 

“The small private garage is the 
scene of many tragic effects of this 
poisoning. In the conventional sized 
garage of this type the engine run- 
ning three minutes will generate 
enough carbon monoxide to kill. Be- 
cause of this the car owner should 
exercise extraordinary precautions 
against running the engine with the 
garage doors closed. Even the warm- 
ing-up process should be completed in 
the open air. Barr 

‘The person who has been overcome 
by this poison in some cases may be 
revived if. removed to the. open: air, 
and if. artificial respiration methods 
are applied immediately. But this, in 
most cases, is inadequate. The only 
certain way to prevent a tragedy is to 
avoid the slightest contact with this 
ever-present danger of winter motor- 
ing.”

Road to Langdon Now Back 
To Gravel, Fit for All 


Traffic. 
SUMMER EQUIPMENT 
USEFUL IN WINTER 
Experiment Shows: That 
“Machine Can Clear 20 
" Miles Per Day — 


Excellent progress has been made 
in connection with the experiment of 
the Shepard municipality to clear the 
roads: of snow and ice east of Cal- 
gary. The. road from Calgary to 
Langdon Ras been cleared to the 
gravel and is available for all. kinds 
of traffic. 


On, Tuesday: the road from: Langdon, 
south to Dalmead was being cleared. 
arid ‘the plan is to clear the road from] ~* 
‘Langdon north’ to-two miles: north of |-: 


the Chestermere highway on Wednes- 
day,. From that. point the road will 
be cleared back, into Calgary two 
miles north of the highway. 
‘"" "Two-Mile Detour 
Interviewed by The Herald on 
Tuesday, W. Hinde, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Shepard municipal dis- 
trict, declared that the Chestermere 
highway was in such a -bad condition 
that this- route had been planned to 
give a two-mile detour north. It 
would be a waste of time at present 


to, attempt to clear the main highway. : 


The outstanding feature of. the 
experiment, according, to Mr. 
Hinde, is that it has proven that 
the tractors and CATERPIL- 
LARS owned by the municipal- — 
ities and used for grading work 
in the summer may be converted 
at reasonable cost and used in 
the: winter for clearing the snow 
off the roads.:Mr. Hinde informed 
The Herald that the estimated 
cost of equipping the CATER- 
PILLAR with a snow plow and 
a cabin over ‘the driver’s seat 
‘would be about $1,670. The work 
of equipping the machine was 
done by the Riverside Iron Works. 


According to Mr. Hinde a machine 
thus converted has a capacity for the 
clearing .of about 20 miles of road 
per day immediately after a snow- 
storm. The present test proves that 
about 10 miles can be cleared per day 


when a heavy sheeting of ice and 


snow covers the road. 


The machine is so powerful that It 
throws a wall of ice and snow about 
five feet high on each side of the 
road. In many places the snow has 
to be taken off by the plow in slices, 
as it were, but immediately after a 
snowstorm, the whole layer could be 
taken off at once. 


Road Through Fields 


‘In places which are considered ‘im. |- 


passable, it has been found necessary 
to make new temporary trails through 
the fields. This the machine accom- 
llshes without difficulty, leading 
back to the road when the bad spot 
has been passed. | 

Mr. Hinde informed The Herald 
the the experiment has proven suc- 
cessful in every way and declared that 
with this equipment the road problem 
in’ the winter, so far as Shepard is 
concerned at least, has been solved.

CANADA'S DRINK BILL 
MILLION A WEEK 


Toronto, Jan. 14.—A special dis- 
patch from Ottawa to the Globe says: 

“Canada is spending a million dol- 
lars a week on alcoholic beverage. 
The domestic production of whisky, 
gin, ‘beer and other strong drink 
amounts to $40,000,000 per annum. We 
have imported during the last twelve 
months another $40,000,000 worth and 
exported to the United States and 
other countries $26,000,000 worth. 
This leaves $54,000,000 worth of liquor 
to quench the Canadian thirst, not 
counting the home brew and the moon- 
shine, which are such strong competi- 
tors of the government shops. 

“Canadian imports of alcoholic bev- 


a million dollars a month in 1927,as 
compared with 1926. In the month of 
November alone, we brought into the 
country $5,478,268 worth of brandy, 
gin, whisky and wines. In the last 
twelve months our imports exceeded

A MARVELLOUS CAMERA 


Another triumph of. modern -photo- 
graphy is seen in a new camera, 
which. records the flow of air currents 
set in motion by the engine of an air 
plane.. The invention is’ based on the 
‘fact that’ heated air reflects rays-of 
light. 

The new. camera, devised iby Bene 
T. Shiba ‘of Japan, head of the ‘Tokyo 
aeronautical ’ résearch > institute, ‘isa 
very complicated piece of apparatus; 
containing 120 mirrors, and records 
20,000 exposures a second. When re- 
produced on a screen as a slow mo- 
tion picture the Most amazing results 
are secured. 

In :ne of his experiments the Baron 
Bhotographed an electzic light’ balb 
being shattered bya pistol bullet. The 
bullet appeared to float. slowly toward 
‘the bulb, gentiy touching\ it as. the 
fr-gments leisurely broke apart. ‘Such 
experiments are not new, but the re- 
sults secured with this latest camera 
are sald. to exceed anything of the 
kind heretofore attained. 

Taking pictures cf air cunents is 
setting photegraphy to a pretty fine 
focus. Maybe some day, as has been 
already suggested, they will be able to 
photograph our very thoughts, For. 
the comfort of the people generally it 
would be well if the last mentioned 
achievements were mde enitely, post- 
Pponed.
